counter in which Witter w as knock­ 
ed down. 
During the past few days 
notices have at diferent times been 
pos ed on the bank ordering Witter 
to leave town, but it is not known 
whether he believed Fisher to 
be 
implicated or not. 
Fisher was well thought of as 
a 
teacher. 
He wa® a graduate of Pea­ 
body college of Nashville, Tenn. 
He 
at one time taught at Wapanucka, la- 
ter going to Tupelo. He leaves a wife 
and two children.

According to magazine anticks, the 
single tax theory is being put into 
practice with great success by some 
the Canadian provinces, Alberta in 
particular. 
An illustration of how 
it works is given in Oho case of Ed­ 
monton, the capital of ti he province. 
When the town began «tx> grow', it 
was found that the Hudson Bay cora 
pany held a tract of tend alm ost in 
the center of the city. 
Business 
houses and residences -were built on 
all sides, but the company held to 
its [ana expecting to re a p 'a golden 
harvest when the price should reach 
apoint th at suited thedr fancy. When 
the single tax was applied, however, 
the company began to (squirm. 
As 
land was the only thing taxed, nat­ 
urally the rate was high, and 
the 
company had to dig up many thou­ 
sands of dollars annually to pay on 
a piece of land that brought them 
nothing. 
Three years was enough 
for the company and it cut up the 
tract, and sold it out to men who 
wanted it for 
building 
purposes. 
Naturally the working of this system 
of taxation will be 
watched 
with 
keen interest. 
To tsay the least of 
it, there is certainly on cha ne- for 
tax dodging when land is the only 
thing subject to taxation.

London.—It is quite a common thing 
nowadays for titled folks to go on tbs 
stage. 
The latest one to adopt 
this 
profession is the Hon. Flora Sackvllle 
West, daughter of 
a former 
British 
ambassador at Washington. Lord Sack 
Ville was British minister to the Uni 
ted States in 1888. 
He was steaded 
by the British government because he 
advised a naturalized American citizen 
how he should vote in a presidential 
election. 
Miss Sackvllle-West Inher­ 
its her talent for 
dancing from 
her 
mother, the beautiful Josefa Duran, a 
Spanish dancer, around whose shadow; 
figure the Sackvllle peerage case raged 
about two years ago. 
A few ye^rs ago all 
England 
was 
ringing with the scandal of her fath 
er’s life, during a suit instituted by her 
brother to establish his and his 
sis 
ters’ legitimacy. 
The suit failed, the 
English courts holding that Sackvllle- 
West had 
never 
acknowledged 
the 
legitimacy of 
his union 
with 
their 
mother, Josefa Durand de Ortega, a 
Spanish dancer ann actress, and that 
the children were not entitled to a 
share in the estate. 
The romance of Ix>rd Sackvllle-West 
and Josefa Durand de Ortega startled 
England at the time, and the appear­ 
ance of their daughter on the stage is 
reviving echoes of the 
old 
scandal. 
Sackvllle-West, in 1864, was secretary 
of the British legation at Madrid. He 
was thirty-seven years old; the Incom­ 
parable Josefa. on 
whose 
twinkling 
toes hung the admiration of the town, 
w’as five years younger, in 
the 
full.
